WASHINGTON (AP) — Two Cabinet 
officers Saturday recommended that, as 
“ a unique act of m ercy.” more than 
28,000 Vietnam era military deserters 
and draft dodgers be allowed to earn 
their way back by spending up to 18 
months in civilian public service. 
Secretary of Defense Jam es R. Schles- 
inger and Atty. Gen. William Saxbe also 
told President Ford that returning de­ 
serters and draft evaders should be re­ 
quired to “ exacute a formal pledge for 
alternate service including a form of re­ 
affirm ation of allegiance to the United 
States.” 
They suggested that the term spent 
working in hospitals, schools, environ­ 
mental work and other community or 
charitable organizations could be re­ 
d u c e d 
“ in c o n sid e r a tio n of the 
circum stances of individual cases.” 
White House sources said Ford is ex­ 
pected to announce a conditional am nes­ 
ty program next week. Press Secretary 
Jerald F. terHorst cautioned that the re­ 
com m endations are “ not necessarily 
what is going to come out. ’' 


He said Ford “ has some ideas of his 
own that amend the recom m endation.” 
Ford intends to put his program into 
effect through executive action, said 
terH orst, d eclarin g that “ no con­ 
gressional action would be required. ” 
In response to questions, he said the 
Ford program would aim at dealing fair­ 
ly not only with those now abroad or in 
hiding at home, but also with others who 
already received have dishonorable dis­ 
charges or have been convicted and are 
serving prison term s. 


Schlesinger and Saxbe preferred to 
cal’ the program “ earned re-entry” and 
“ reconciliation” rather than amnesty. 
“This program is designed as a unique 
act of mercy, intended to heal the na­ 
tion’s 
wounds,” 
their joint six-page 
memorandum said. 


“ In no way is it intended to condone 
acts of evasion or desertion, “ they said. 
Spokesmen for draft dodgers and de­ 
serters living in Canada and relatives of 
such men have rejected conditional am ­ 
nesty or any acknowledgment of wrong­ 


doing. They have insisted on uncondi­ 
tional amnesty, contending that the Viet­ 
nam 
war 
resisters 
acted 
out 
of 
conscience. 
Schlesinger and Saxbe presented their 
proposals to Ford at a nearly two-hour 
White House meeting 12 days after the 
new 
President 
made 
a 
surprise 
announcement 
opening 
the 
way 
to 
conditional amnesty. 


Ford, who had requested the report, 
took the recommendations under study. 
Sources said he asked for additional in­ 
formation 
In a memorandum. Schlesinger and 
Saxbe said there are about 15,500 draft 
evaders and 12,838 deserters potentially 
eligible for the program. About 3,000 of 
the draft dodgers and some 1,500 de­ 
serters are living in Canada, they said 


The Cabinet officers suggested that ap­ 
plications should be accepted starting 30 
days from the date Ford 5 formally pro­ 
claim s the program and that deserters 
and draft dodgers be given 120 days from 
that time to m ake their move.

KANSAS CITY — The lawyer member of the group that 
promoted the Ozark Music Festival in Sedalia told his version 
Friday of a telephone run-in with a lieutenant of the Missouri 
Highway Patrol 
David A. Kinton of Kansas City told an investigating 
committee of the Missouri Senate that he had had a “ long and 
difficult day” when he got a report that trouble had broken out 
between officers and early arrivals five days before the start of 
the three-day rock concert July 19-21 at the State Fairgrounds. 
“ I remember being concerned that we not have another Kent 
State at S e d a lia ’ he said. 
Kinton started making telephone calls to find out what was 
going on in Sedalia, and he reached Lt. Thomas V. Poindexter of 
the Highway Patrol at the Pettis County Sherrif’s office. 
“ I am sure Lt. Poindexter had had a long day too,” Kinton 
said. 
“ He asked me who I was and started asking me questions, but 
I wanted to ask him questions. I told him I had to have the 
information and if I had to go to the governor to get it, I’d go to 
the governor,” he continued 


Lt. Poindexter, who is stationed at Lee’s Summit, told the 
committee Thursday that Kinton threatened: 
“ What right have you to arrest these people? I’ll get you for 
this. I’ll get all of you for this.” 
Fourteen persons were arrested by the Highway Patrol in the 
raid on the west campgrounds. Two persons are presently 
facing drug sales charges in Pettis County courts. Eleven 
persons were released after the raid. Another person later had a 
drug sales charge against him dismissed. 
Kinton told the committee he had no idea that the drug 
problem would grow as large as it did 
“ By Saturday, it was wide open — you didn’t have to walk far 
before you could see someone with a large bag full of capsules,” 
he said 
Kinton was the last person to appear before the six-man 
Senate investigating committee during hearings Thursday and 
Friday here The committee plans to resume hearings at 9 p.m. 
Wednesday in the Senate lounge in Jefferson City. 
Robert Shaw. Kansas City advertising executive and one of 
the festival’s principal promoters, testified for 2‘/2 hours 
Friday. 


He said that the corporation organized to sponsor the festival, 
Music Productions Inc., spent more than $100,000 to advertise 
it. 
Sen. Richard Webster, R-Carthage, committee chairman, 
asked Shaw to read a list of stations that carried advertising 
announcements. 
Besides Missouri, they were in Kansas. Oklahoma, Texas, 
Arkansas, Tennessee. Kentucky, Illinois, Indiana, Iowa and 
Nebraska 
Webster said the attraction had been represented to state 
officials as a blue grass or soft rock music festival. 
“ Was it blue grass and soft rock, or was it hard rock and acid 
rock?” Sen. Webster asked Shaw. 
“ It was a festival consisting of rock and blue grass.“ 
“ Did you in fact have any blue grass performers — and 
remember you’re talking to someone who was raised on blue 
grass music.” 
“ Well, Earl Scruggs I think would be considered blue grass.” 
“ No, not by a real connoisseur he wouldn’t,” Webster said. 
“ Sir,” Shaw said, “ you’re asking me to define types of music, 
and I don’t think I’m prepared to do that .” 


Sen. Webster noted that most of the radio advertising spots 
for the festival were done by Wolfman Jack, a national star who 
has a syndicated rock music show. 
“ Who prepared the Wolfman Jack copy?” Webster asked 
“ Our copy writers,” Shaw replied. 
“ Did that include the statement 
We’re going to spend three 
days on grass’?” 
“ In all fairness, he does have a tendency to personalize his 
spots.” 
“ Did you audit the tapes to see if he followed your copy?” 
“ Yes.” 
“ In other words, you were satisfied he had followed your 
copy closely enough?” 
“ Well, it would have been poor to say. ‘We’re going to spend 
three days on the asphalt or the cement.’ ” 
Under questioning by State Sen. Lem T. Jones, R-Kansas 
City, Shaw said Music Productions Inc. had agreed with the 
state to limit ticket sales to 50,000. 
When Webster took up the point, Shaw acknowledged that the 
sales of $15 advance tickets was cut off at 50.000 but then $20

ZAGREB, Yugoslavia (AP) — An ex­ 
press train carrying homeward-bound 
vacationers sped through a red light at 
the Zagreb station and flipped over, kill­ 
ing an estim ated 150 persons and injur­ 
ing 150 more, officials said Saturday. 
Nearly 24 hours after the train crashed 
Friday night, rescue workers were still 
digging through the tangle of overturned 
railroad cars, scattered luggage and dis­ 
membered bodies. The acrid smell of 
smoke, burnt rubber and death hung 
heavy in Zagreb station. 
The morgue at Zagreb, Yugoslavia's 
second largest city with a metropolitan 
area population of more than half a mil­ 
lion, was unable to cope with all the de­ 
ad. Ambulances carried scores of bodies

Hu n g ju ry on arrest resistan ce ch arg e 


Bob Hopkins, 4 1, Liberal, was found guilty of 
driving while intoxicated Friday in Municipal Court, 
but a charge of resisting arrest against Hopkins was 
dismissed because of a hung jury. 
The seven-man, five-woman jury deliberated one 
hour and 15 minutes before reporting its verdict to 
Municipal Judge Jack Cunningham. The hung jury 
was reported to be 19-2 favoring a guilty verdict. 
Hopkins was fined $150 for the driving while 
intoxicated charge, but the case will be appealed to 
Circuit Court, according to defense attorney Craig 
CasSing. 
The city has the option of refiling the resisting 
arrest charge against Hopkins, but no decision has 
been made. 
Hopkins was arrested on May 25 at Third and 
Lafayette after Sedalia policeman John DeJarnette 
and Rene Dedrick stopped Hopkins for allegedly 
running a stop sign. 
Police reported Hopkins used profane language and 
struck DeJarnette in the acident. Hopkins claimed 
that he was struck by DeJarnette while in the front 
seat of a Sedalia patrol car and was sprayed with 
mace. 


The city, represented by city counselor Robert Fritz 
after city attorney Robert Liston disqualified himself 
from the case because of his investigation of the 
police department, called five witnesses including 
DeJarnette, Dedrick. two eye-witnesses, Ralph Lee. 
4 00 North Ohio; Ronald Ditrfeld, 335 North New 
York; and Dr. Joseph Maunders, Walnut Hills, who 
was the emergency room doctor on call May 25 at 
Bothwell Hosital. 
DeJarnette, the first to testify, said after the pickup 
truck was stopped, Hopkins was unsteady and glassy­ 
eyed and alcohol could be smelled in the truck After 
Hopkins was escorted to the right front seat of the 
patrol car, DeJarnette said that Hopkins told him he 
was a former Sedalia police officer and “ knew the 
story” and was not going anywhere 
DeJarnette said he was sitting behind the wheel of 
the car when Hopkins started kicking him in the right 
thigh, and later in the ribs and face. 
DeJarnette said he struck Hopkins after he had 
been hit in the face. Fritz asked DeJarnette how many 
times he hit Hopkins and the policeman said, “ It all 
happened so fast I can’t say how many times I hit Mr. 
Hopkins. I didn’t hit him until he hit me twice.” 


DeJarnette said he had to use mace to subdu,e 
Hopkins and called Dedrick, who was not in the car at 
the time, to help handcuff Hopkins. The three then 
went to Bothwell Hospital where Hopkins was treated 
for a laceration on his forehead and irritation in his 
eyes caused by the mace. 
The attending physician. Dr. Mauders, said he 
treated Hopkins' cut. but did not treat him for any 
other 
injuries. 
Under 
cross 
examination, 
Dr. 
Maunders said he had not noticed any symptoms 
which would appear that Hopkins was intoxicated. 


From there, DeJarnette said. Hopkins was taken to 
the police station where he was administered a 
breathilizer test, and a blood-alcohol level of .018 per 
cent was recorded. (A blood-alcohol level of .010 per 
cent is an intoxicating level according to Missouri 
statute.) 


Dedrick said Hopkins was beligerant when asked to 
go to the patrol car, and he swore at the officers. He 
said Hopkins had slurred speech, smelled of alcohol 
and could not walk a straight line. 
Dedrick said he saw Hopkins strike DeJarnette in

WELLINGTON, New Zealand (AP) — 
Prime Minister Norman E. Kirk, an op­ 
ponent of U.S. policyjn Vietnam and an 
advocate of new forms of Asian and 
Pacific regional cooperation, died Satur­ 
day.

A government announcement said he 
died peacefully in a hospital where he 
was being treated for gastric influenza.

Q — My aunt was recently in a hospital in K a nsa s City and 
had pneumonia and her heart stopped. They ca lled a “ code 
blue.” In the process of getting her heart sta rted her ribs 
were broken and one lung was damaged. I a sked the doctor 
why the a ccident and he said it happens in nine out of 10 
ca ses in older people. Is this true? — E.P. 
A — Hot Line consulted a nurse trained in such emergency 
procedures, who said an older person can suffer broken ribs 
from a code blue procedure. She ex plained that heav y 
pressure must be applied to the heart to get it started again. 
This pressure is applied by pounding on the chest or strong 
massage. The bones of older persons are brittle and damages 
to a lung could occur from a broken rib. 


Q — My problem is I bought my Kirby v a cuum cleaner 
from a dealer out of Warrensburg a y ear ago. I repeatedly 
called and could not get serv ice. After trips there the dealer 
still could not fix it so it would run. After that he promised to 
bring m e a new one to replace it. He finally brought me two 
rebuilt ones I would not a ccept. I'm still not fully conv inced 
I hav e a new one. — L.M. 
A — Kirby ’s factory distributer in J efferson City , Keith 
Peterson, was contacted on this matter. Peterson said 
dissatisfied customers should call him collect at (314) 6 35- 
46 14. He said he has made good on other complaints, ev en to 
the ex tent of losing money on the deal. 


Q — Very late on the night of either J uly 12 or J uly 13 a 
parked car parked at the curb in front of the N ew Hope 
Ba ptist Church w a s struck by a m ov ing v ehicle with such 
force that both cars stopped bey ond the sidew a lk in the 
church parking lot. Further, they were so w edged together 
that it w a s necessary to wrench them apart w ith a tow truck 
before they could be towed away . This a ccident attra cted a 
large crowd in spite of the late hour. The driv er and the 
pa ssenger of the m ov ing car w ere placed in the police car. 
w hile another officer appeared to be making an intensiv e 
search of the area around the tw o cars.

Wieschmeier was tested for drinking and was charged with 
driv ing while intox icated. No one was injured in the accident 
and for that reason it was not reported.

I ha v e receiv ed 
no free sa m ples, but my ca ncelled check has been returned 
from the bank. 
I ha v e written to the company tw ice and com pla ined but 
ha v e receiv ed neither reply , nor sa m ples, nor refund of my 
m oney . — G.A.

E ag leton drew g reat applause w hen he 
quoted the A rm y FJ ngineers a s say in g a 
proposal to buy 3,7 00 a cres along the 16 
m iles of riv er betw een Stockton and 
C apling er M ills, M o., w as “ totally aban­ 
doned. irrev ocably d ea d ” 
Col 
W’illia m R. 
N eed h am , di.strict 
eng ineer at K ansas City , said in his new 
letter that he has hig h hopes forethe new 
attack w hich is now being .studied. But if 
it turns out to be im practical, he said , he

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Meany: Time is ripe 
for new depression

WAS HINGTON (A P )-A F L - 
CIO President George Meany 
says 
“ there 
is 
every 
in­ 
dication” that the United States 
is heading into a depression, 
possibly worse than in the 
1930s, with business failures 
and widespread unemployment. 
“ I thought we had eliminated 
really the major causes of de­ 
pression in this country during 
the Roosevelt days ... but still, 
in spite of that, I can see a de­ 
pression coming unless there is 
a quick turnaround,” said or­ 
ganized labor’s chief spokes­ 
man. 
Although “ delighted and re­ 
lieved” by the change at the 
White House, Meany said he 
doesn’t think President Ford 
will be able to work economic 
miracles. 
In a pre-Labor Day inter­ 
view, he said the nation’s eco­ 
nomic problems are so wide­ 
spread that the only way to 
control prices is through a vast 
government 
bureaucracy, as 
during World War II. 
But he added: ‘I just can't 
see President Ford doing that 
any more than Nixon would do 
it.” 
Also, Meany said he is dis­ 
couraged that the same eco­ 
nomic experts who advised Nix­ 
on are now advising Ford 
“ The same people are there 
making the policies,” he said 
The leader of the 13.5-million- 
member labor federation said 
he was hopeful that Ford would 
come away from the upcoming 
economic summit conference 
with a long-range program of 
dealing 
with 
inflation 
that 
would 
lower interest 
rates, 
pump money into social pro­ 
grams, finance housing con­ 
struction and allocate govern­ 
ment funds for home mort­ 
gages. 
“ We are suffering now from 
a tremendous lack of con­ 
fidence” and this, he suggested, 
would help restore confidence 
The 80-year-old Meany talked 
to a small group of reporters 
who specialize in labor cov­ 
erage for two hours on a broad 
range of subjects. His com­ 
ments were for release Sunday. 
Among other things, he said: 
—Former President Richard 
M Nixon, by resigning from of 
fice, has suffered enough pun­ 
ishment. “ I think most of the 
people would buy that” if Pres­ 
ident Ford decided to pardon 
Nixon. 


—He regards a Ford-Rock- 
efeller ticket “ very difficult to 
beat in 1976” if inflation is 
brought under control or pre­ 
vented from becoming “ a real 
catastrophoe.” 
—The AFL-CIO has aban­ 
doned its campaign for a “ veto- 
proof Congress” in the fall elec­ 
tions as a result of Nixon’s res­ 
ignation “ We have had no ex­ 
perience with Ford on whether 
he will take a similar line on 
social programs — people pro­ 
grams — that he will veto them 
all on the grounds that they are 
inflationary” as he said Nixon 
did. 
—Secretary’ of Labor Peter 
Brennan has no rapport with 
the labor movement, but if 
Ford wants him to stay in the 
Cabinet, “ that’s all right with 
us." It’s “ as if the job was va­ 
cant.” 
—The labor movement has 
more clout today because of its 
political organization, a “ ma­ 
chine that reaches into the pre­ 
cincts of every industrial state 
in this country.”

In other Labor Day state­ 
ments. Teamsters President 
Frank E Fitzsimmons called 
for a contingency plan of eco­ 
nomic controls to freeze all 
business transactions for at 
least 30 days; afterward the 
Cost of Living Council would 
roll back exorbitant price in­ 
creases. 
Jerry Wurf, president of the 
American Federation of State, 
County and Municipal Employ­ 
es, said “ something more than 
summits and task forces, rhe­ 
toric and cosmetics” is needed 
to avert what he called the 
most critical economic crisis 
since the 1929 stock market 
crash 
President I. W Abel of the 
United 
Steelworkers 
urged 
President Ford to loosen credit, 
close tax loopholes for business 
and provide expanded public 
works and job programs to 
overcome inflation 
Labor 
Secretary 
Brennan 
called for restraint and sacri­ 
fice to control inflation, but 
added that "we also must make 
sure that the working men and 
women of this country do not 
have to carry more than their 
fair share of the load in this 
effort ” 
The National Right to Work 
Committee used the holiday to 
urge Ford to help “ return La­ 
bor Day to the workingman” 


by pushing for legislation that 
would outlaw compulsory union 
membership. 
Meany, commenting on the 
economy, said “ there is a long- 
range job to be done, and I'm 
just hopeful that Ford will be 
able to do something. But there 
has got to be new ideas. There 
has got to be innovative ideas. 
There has got to be new direc­ 
tions. We can’t continue going 
down the hill.” 


The labor chieftain rejected 
Treasury Secretary William E. 
Simon’s suggestion for a return 
to wage-price guidelines, saying 
that would be as bad as wage 
controls, which Ford already 
has ruled out. 
Emp loyers, h e said , wou ld 
en force wage gu id elin es, b u t 
th ere wou ld b e n o en forcemen t 
on p rices. 
Meany, who a year ago pre­ 
dicted a recession at this time, 
forecast that if a depression hit 
it would be worse than in the 
1930s. 
“ We have more people to 
take care of and the percentage 
of people out of work now is 
going up, and if we ever get to 
the point where the consumer 
purchasing power reaches a 
lowest ebb—the low ebb it 
reached in the thirties—then we 
are in real trouble.”

The com­ 
pany was fined $35,000 Aug. 1 
for making such a contribution. 


Delegates will consider a re­ 
port to evaluating the possi­ 
bility of additional lawsuits 
stemming from actions by past 
officers of AMPI. 


The report is expected to rec­ 
ommend new procedures to in­ 
sure that no funds be spent 
without full knowledge of the 
board of directors. 
Friday night. Butterbrodt had

Guards' union says hiring ex-convicts at prisons threatens security

HARTFORD CONN. (AP) 
— Ruben Jimenez. Age: 36. 
Background: heroin addict in 
Spanish Harlem at 14; con­ 
victed “ 27 or 28 times;" im­ 
prisoned 12 years. Occupa­ 
tion: correctional officer. 
Jiminez is one of a small, 
controversial new breed of 


guards and counselors in Con­ 
necticut prisons and jails. 
A former addict with a 16- 
year history of heroin use in­ 
terrupted only by prison 
terms, he broke the habit 
after his last arrest. Only a 
few months later, at the max- 
imum-security prison in 
Somers, he founded the state 
p ris o n s y s t e m 's fir s t 
autonomous drug rehabilita­ 
tion center. 


Since 1969, about 25 former 
inmates have followed similar 
paths to Correction depart­ 
ment jobs in what Com­ 
missioner John R. Manson 
calls a unique step from 
behind bars directly into posi­ 
tions of authority. 


Only two have lost their 
jobs. Jiminez says one was 
fired because his job 
performance worsened con­ 


sistently. The other suddenly 
stopped reporting to work 
Another two dozen of the 
1.000 department employes 
have conviction records but 
came from other jobs. 
The list of ex-cons on prison 
and jail staffs includes a depu­ 
ty warden, correctional of­ 
ficers and counselors to ad­ 
dicts. inmates and parolees. 
Among them are: 
—Dennis Guay, a computer 
programmer with a college 
degree who beat his wife's sis­ 
ter to death with a bowling pin 
in 1963. His life sentence was 
commuted to eight years after 
he set up two educational pro­ 
grams for fellow inmates. 
Now he's a deputy jail 
warden. 
—Warren Kimbro, a former 
Black Panther lieutenant 
charged in 1969. along with 
National Chairman Bobby G. 
Seale, with murder in the de­ 
ath of a Panther underling. 
Kimbro admitted firing the 
first of several shots into the 
victim. Seale denied complici­ 
ty in the crime and his trial 
ended in a hung jury. Kimbro 
went on to create several in­ 
mate programs and now runs 
a halfway house for former 
addicts. 


—Joseph Falso, also a 
heroin addict with a 12-year 
prison record. He learned in­ 
stitutional cooking while in 
the Somers prison, and with 
the help of his prison teacher 
w'on a job as' food supervisor 
and counselor at a drug- 
rehabilitation center. 
The hiring of ex-cons coin­ 
cided with the opening of new 
educational and drug pro­ 
grams in the department, 
many of them shaped by in­ 
mates themselves. 
“ We had so few dollars we 


were forced to spread the 
budget as well as we could for 
staff, then beat the bushes for 
inmates." Manson recalled 
First the inmates worked as 
volunteers, then they became 
paid employes. 


“ He hasn't just served time, 
but he's been part of the (re­ 
habilitation! service.“ he 
said “ I don't think we've ever 
hired an ex-con just because 
he was an ex-con." 
One result of the program, 
however, was that both in­ 
mates and employers saw pro­ 
of that criminals “ can make 
it," he added. 
Both Manson and the ex- 
cons working for him agree a 
background in crime and im­ 
prisonment are of little if any 
benefit to former inmates de­ 
aling with other criminals. 
One exception is the ability of 
former addicts to help others 
shake the habit. 
Jiminez. a dynamic, dedi­ 
cated and disarming man, 
shows how a toughened crimi­ 
nal can make the conversion. 
Manson said 
Born into a Spanish­ 
speaking ghetto on New 
York's West Side, where 
heroin was a household word, 
the young addict was caught 
during a burglary at age 16 
and imprisoned at Riker’s 
Island for three years. 
Jimenez said the term did 
little for him except to keep 
him temporarily off heroin. 
He later was arrested 32 
times, all for nonviolent 
crim es to obtain more 
narcotics. 
His marriage was a failure, 
ending in separation six years 
ago. he said. 
Following his last convic­ 
tion, he and other addicts in 
the sprawling Somers Prison

Beachcombers seek shells

Their quarry is the Puka 
shell, the disc end of tiny cone- 
shaped seashells. The shells 
are made into necklaces, 
bracelets, earrings and hat­ 
bands. but are used most often 
for sin g le stra n d choker 
necklaces for both men and 


women that are the rage of the 
islands. 
The necklaces are sold at 
roadside stands where the go­ 
ing price for chokers is from 
$18 to $25. Stores in the Hono­ 
lu lu area a r e ch arg in g 
between $25 and $50. 
The seashell ends that make 
up the necklaces are eroded 
from the rest of the shell by 
sand and coral. They have a 
tiny hole in the middle, which 
give the shell its name — puka 
is the Hawaiian word for hole. 
About 150 shells are needed 
for a 15-inch choker. 
The shells are found in 
gr e a t es t a b u n d a n c e at 


beaches on Oahu’s north shore 
and upper leeward coast. 
Beachcombers sift through 
sand, coral, driftglass and 
other shells to find the tiny 
Puka shells. 
"W e got here at 5 a.m. and 
there were already others 
here.' 
said another puka- 
hunter on a recent morning. 
“ Weekends are worst, but 
there are big crowds even on 
weekdays.” 


S o m e 
e n t e r p r i s i n g 
youngsters gather shells and 
sell them. A pound-sized cof­ 
fee can of Puka shells will 
bring $10.

Corrections officials 
pleased with program 


SO M ERS. Conn 
iAP) — 
Connecticut corrections of­ 
ficials say they are pleased 
with the success thus far of a 
controversial program that 
uses electric shock treatment 
and psychological condition­ 
ing on men serving terms for 
molesting children. 
Roger Wolfe, administrator 
of the program, says that in 
the last 18 months, 11 men who 
have undergone the treatment 
have been released from the 
state prison here. None have 
been rearrested for sexual of­ 
fenses. he says. 
And while Wolfe says it is 
“ inevitable” that one of those 
involved will he rearrested, he 
hopes the program will be 70 
to 80 per cent successful. 
The treatm ent involves 
channeling the behavior of the 
convicts into socially accept­ 
ed patterns. They undergo a 
three-stage 
treatment 
aimed 
at making them desire sex 
with women rather than 
children. 
Civil libertarians critical of 
the program say inmates par­ 
ticipate because they believe 
it will enhance their chances 
of parole. And the U.S. Bureau 
of Prisons has said it is dis­ 
continuing its behavior modi­ 
fication program. 
State Correction Com ­ 
missioner John R. Manson, 
however, says he is prepared 
to go to court to keep the Con­ 
necticut program and calls 
the federal decision “ gut­ 
l e s s. " M anson says the 


alternative is to keep eonvict- 


ed child molesters locked up 
for longer periods since parole 
boards are reluctant to grant 
early parole to sex offenders. 
Wolfe says that the officials 
running the program often are 
skeptical about the sincerity 
of those wishing to enter. But 
he says the motivation level of 
most inmates is high because 
“ it’s not nice to he a child mo­ 
lester It you’re a junkie you 
can find all sorts of peer sup­ 
port . 
If you’re a bank rob­ 
ber. you’re admired.” 
The program uses just that 
motivation to change the in­ 
mate during the behavior 
m odification program . 
It 
starts with aversion therapy, 
which uses the individual’s 
phobia and couples it with an 
incompatible 
picture 
that 
makes that phobia repulsive 
to him. 
During shock therapy, the 
inmate sees slides of nude 
children and women. He re­ 
ceives an electric shock to the 
groin area when he sees a 
slide of a child. No shock is as­ 
sociated with the pictures of 
women. 
With the molester’s prefer­ 
ence for children eliminated, 
social conditioning begins by 
transferring the inmate’s sex­ 


ual desires to “ normal chan­ 
nels." The inmate fantasizes 
normal sexual contact, and re­ 
wards himself with thoughts 
of s o m e t h i n g he finds 
pleasant, such as his boss giv­ 
ing him a raise.

Bu t he jets aro u nd 
the wo rld in his p riv ate DC-9 
and sees heads o f state, ju g­ 
gles high finance and enjo y s 
all the co mfo rts and life sty le 
o f the rich. 
The scene here is rep eated 
sev eral times each week as 
Khasho ggi, 3 8. jets fro m co nti­ 
nent to co ntinent b u ilding an 
emp ire and carry ing the mes­ 
sage o f free enterp rise with 
ev angelistic zeal.

The p lane co sts 
nearly a millio n do llars a 
y ear. It frees him fro m the 
restrictio ns o f co mmercial 
airline schedu les. Often he 
wo rks du ring the day and flies 
at night. 
Sto p p ing in Kharto u m fo r a 
few ho u rs to check o n his 
latest inv estments. Khasho ggi 
v isited a $200 millio n o il re­ 
finery and a $3 00-millio n cat­ 
tle ranch, meatp acking and 
fo o d-p ro du cing co mp lex . 


Then he was o ff to Riy adh, 
then b ack to Beiru t where.his 
fiv e children go to scho o l and 
his lo v ely English-b o rn wife 
So ray a, 27. makes her head­ 
q u a r t e r s . A l t h o u gh t he 
children are learning Arab 
cu ltu re and histo ry as well as 
English. French and Arab ic 
there. Mrs. Khasho ggi say s 
she do esn't regard herself as a 
Beiru t resident. She say s she 
liv es wherev er she hap p ens to 
b e. 


Altho u gh Mrs. Khasho ggi 
tra v e ls with her hu sb and 
o ften, she has a gro wing re­ 
p u tatio n in Beiru t as a p ro ­ 
fessio nal p ho to grap her 
Khasho ggi himself has b een 
m istakenly identified with 
Arab o il mo ney . Virtu ally u n­ 
no ticed. he has b eco me o ne o f 
th e l a r ge s t p r i v a t e e n­ 
trep reneu rs in the Middle 
East. 


Khasho ggi go t his start as a 
stu dent at Chico State Co llege 
in No rthern Califo rnia in the 
19 50s.

Instead, 
Khasho ggi p u t the mo ney in

Kharto u m. “ I had a co ntrac­ 
to r friend who to ld me ab o u t 
the tax adv antages o f leasing

I 
started marketing tru cks in 
Sau di Arab ia du ring su mmer 
ho liday s." 
Heav y du ty tru cks, with 
large heav y tires and do u b le 
radiato r engines, were well- 
su ited fo r hau ling mu lti-to n 
lo ads thro u gh ho t Arab ian de­ 
serts. Khasho ggi did so well 
with his inv estment that he 
ev entu ally b o u ght Kenwo rth. 
the co mp any which made the 
tru cks 
Wi t h 
t h i s s u c c e s s . 


Kha s h o ggi b r o ke o ff his 
edu catio n and went ho me. He 
b e c a m e t h e 
w e l l - p a i d 
rep resentativ e fo r a nu mb er 
o f American firms inclu ding 
Lo ckheed. Ray theo n, Litto n 
I ndu st r i es . T eledy ne and 
o thers, inclu ding Ro lls-Ro y ce

WASHINGTON - James Eastland of 
Sunflower County. Miss., one of the 
Senate's 
crustiest 
conservatives, 
is 
walking proof that an old dog can learn 
new tricks. 


The 
veteran 
Judiciary 
Committee 
chairman is working quietly to relax 
marijuana laws so young students and 
workers and other ' pot'' smokers will not 
be jailed for simple possession of the drug. 


Eastland, whose closest contact with 
drugs is a good cigar and a tot of whiskey, 
has become convinced that jailing those 
caught with a few ‘ joints’’ is not the way 
to stop marijuana traffic. 


The contumacious senator underwent 
his metamorphosis after his old friend, ex- 
Marine 
Commandant 
Lewis 
Walt, 
conducted a world survey on drugs for 
Eastland's 
Senate 
Internal 
Security 
subcommittee. 


After talking earnestly with Walt and 
listening to dozens of witnesses at various 
hearings, 
the 
senator 
came 
to 
the 
conclusion that “ pot” may cause genetic, 
brain, lung and other damage. He also 
decided that traffickers still deserve stiff 
penalties and that even possession should 
not be completedly “ decriminalized.” 


But the possibility of a year in jail and a 
$5.000 fine for a youth caught by federal 
agents with a single marijuana cigarette is 
excessive in Eastland's view. As a result, 
his Internal Security staff is conferring 
regularly with the Drug 
Enforcement 
Agency on possible legislation. Shortly 
after Labor Day. Senate staffers will meet 
with D EA ’s legal office to hammer out a 
formal draft. 


Eastland has not made up his mind 
entirely, but he is toying with the idea of 
setting a fine for a first “ possession” 
offense, and explicitly banning jail. 
A 
second offense would bring a stiffer fine. 


Since state laws tend to follow federal

NATURAL GAS: In letters to many 
newspapers,

Institute (API), whose 
members own

It is worth noting that we sent our own 
figures to the A PI statisticians before we 
wrote our story. The API did not quibble 
with them then, and does not now in its 
letter. In fact, the API ignores the crucial 
figures. 


To 
repeat them: 
Big Oil reported 
exploratory natural gas strikes from 7.9 to 
9.4 per cent of the time off Louisiana until 
1972 when they began to connive for price 
increases. Then, mysteriously, the strikes 
dropped to 2.4 per cent in 1972 and to a 
mere one per cent in 1973. This allowed the 
oil companies to demand more consumer 
money, supposedly so they could carry out 
more exploration. 


It is small wonder that Federal Power 
Commission experts told us they had 
“ never seen such a gross aberration” and 
the Senate Commerce Committee staff 
suggests the oil companies are “ simply 
lying” in order to get more money. 


A few other figures are glaringly omitted 
from the A PI letter: Some of its members 
with natural gas holdings report profit 
increases in excess of 100 per cent since 
the energy crisis began. Such profits are 
possible because gasoline and natural gas 


prices are up from 60 to 100 per cent and 
likely to climb still higher

He speaks when he is told to 
speak; he says what he is told to say; most 
of the time a delegate sits mute on the 
ambassador's knee Mr Buckley's golden 
tonsils never were exercised at all

It was a busy season for the General 
Assembly.

Once 
when the delegate from Portugal was 
speaking, all other delegations walked out 
of the hall. This ritual insult “ stressed the 
huge frailty of the General Assembly, the 
overarching paradox.” Says Mr. Buckley:

Assembly is useless, and while as a 
debating body it is invaluable, it does a 
great deal of legislating, and absolutely no 
debating.” 


If the General Assembly engaged in 
serious debate. Mr. Buckley suggests, 
instead of in Punch-and-Judy puppitry, the 
Assembly might justify its existence as a 
forum in which nations of the world could 
search seriously for the moral reality of 
truth. But in this game of charades, the 
clues lead not to truth but to falsehood

involved. Shakespeare handled it very 
well. He put both sides of the question in 
the words of Portia, a “ most honorable 
judge” who beautifully expressed her 
thoughts on mercy (amnesty) in her 
famous “ the quality of mercy is not 
strained” speech — but she held to the law 
on the terms Shylock had demanded: a 
pound of Antonio’s flesh, no more, no less, 
not even a drop of blood. 


The true point of justice must come 
from the 
courts, although letters 
of 
sympathy for the Nixon family are pouring 
into the newspapers. The final report of 
the Judiciary Committee to the House has 
been released to the press. The evidence of 
the President’s part in the Watergate is all 
there in black and white (and of course on 
tape)

Congressional Record. The trials of his 
subordinates have been delayed several 
weeks which will add to the public opinion 
that it wants to get rid of Watergate, but 
Watergate will not be gotten rid of 


But other serious national problems 
must be solved. Inflation, economy and 
health which are personal to every citizen 
are mentioned but not solved. Ecology and 
conservation are rivaled with industry 
which is essential to the needs of men and 
women. Prices go up and the stock market 
goes down. The new President’s success 
will depend upon how he and the Congress 
solve the important domestic problems 
which effect our daily lives 


President Ford has called a summit 
conference on the economy for Sept. 30 
and has already informed and discussed it 
with his Cabinet. There will be 10 regional 
conferences on the subject in various 
sections of the country which will gather 
information for the summit.

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New amendment for children sought 


NEW YORK (AP) - Every 
child should have the right to 
be brought up “ relatively safe­ 
ly in a dangerous and harmful 
world,” insists Shirley Camper 
Soman, who is calling for a 
constitutional amendment on 
behalf of children’s rights. 
She is concerned not only 
with what she says are unnec­ 
essary injuries and fatalities 
among youngsters but also with 
economic, educational and emo­ 
tional problems children face. 
“ Unhappy kids become un­ 
happy 
parents,” 
she 
says. 
“ Trauma in their own child­ 
hood results in a setback in 
personality development and 
emotional capacity, and they 
will be less able to become ma­ 
ture and give to their own chil­ 
dren.” 
One way to break this cycle, 
she adds, is to “ give an awful 
lot” to the people who need it 
in the form of aids such as 
homemaker service and day 
care. Not only does this provide 


concrete help — it is also a 
symbol of society saying “ we 
care about you.” 
“ People care a lot about their 
own children and children of 
their friends and their family, 
but nobody cares about chil­ 
dren half a continent away, 
working in the fields, not seeing 
the doctor, not getting their 
teeth taken care of, without de­ 
cent 
housing, 
not 
getting 
enough to eat,” declares Mrs. 
Soman, who has just written a 
book about the hazards of child­ 
hood, “ Let’s Stop Destroying 
Our Children.” 
For the past few years the 
author has been collecting thou­ 
sands of clippings and case his­ 
tories about 
“ children who 
didn’t have to die — or children 
who were severely injured, 
abused, neglected 
or aban­ 
doned. My aim has been to look 
at every one and say ‘what 
could have been done to pre­ 
vent it?’ I wrote the book to 
spark change, to save chil-

NEW YORK (AP) - Pan 
American World Airways isn’t 
the only airline having trouble 
coping with soaring fuel prices, 
tight money and declining in­ 
ternational travel. 
But it holds special promi­ 
nence as the biggest American 
international air carrier. It has 
also been losing money since 
1969 and all signs this past 
week pointed to another bad 
year. 
Pan Am said as of the end of 
July, it had lost $32.4 million. 


In July alone it made only 
$446.000 on its 90.000 miles of 
air routes, a decline of 95 per 
cent from the previous July. 
In that year, said Pan Am, 
fuel prices had rocketed 153 per 
cent and general operating ex­ 
penses were up 15 per cent. 
All in all, it was another in­ 
dication the airline was headed 
for its worst year since 1971. 
when it lost $45 million. 
The day the July figures 
were announced, a New York 
mutual fund sold 1.5 million 
shares of Pan Am at $1.75 a 
share. The fund had paid some

$37 million for the stock when 
it acquired it from 1968 through 
1970. It sold for a total of 
$2.63 million. 
During all this. Pan Am was 
still awaiting word from the 
government on its request for a 
temporary subsidy of $10.2 mil­ 
lion a month for mail carrying. 
Without government aid. the 
airline contends, it could face a 
cash shortage which in turn 
would endanger credit arrange­ 
ments with banks. 
The airline's chief executive 
said at week's end he was con­ 
fident the government would 
grant the subsidy, but predicted 
it would be “ several weeks’’ 
before a government decision is 
made. 
Pan Am’s troubles are gener­ 
ally traced back to 1966. when 
it announced it was ordering 25 
Boeing 747s at a total cost of 
$525 million. That year was a 
good one for Pan Am and other 
airlines and Pan Am earned al­ 
most $110 million in the next 
two years. 
By the time the jumbo jets 
went into service in 1969. vastly 
increasing the number of avail­ 
able seats and touching off 
tight competition for passen­ 
gers to fill them, passenger 
growth had fallen to only 3 per 
cent. 
In that first jumbo jet year. 
Pan Am lost more than $26 mil­ 
lion It has lost money every 
year since then: $26 million 
more in 1970, $45 million in 
1971. $28 million in 1972 and $18 
million in 1973. 
The airline’s troubles led to 
the 1972 ouster of Chairman 
Najeeb Halaby. Halaby’s suc­ 
cessor, William T. Sea well, ap­ 
peared to be making progress 
until the airline industry was 
rocked by last year’s fuel short­ 
ages 
In size, money and the com­ 
plexity of its problems, Pan 
Am has come a long way since 
it opened for business in 1927 
flying one plane on a 90-mile 
route 
between 
Florida 
and 
Cuba.

A few rays of hope—indicating that perhaps we can break 
the back of our shameful welfare problem.

I 


t is possible to turn back spiraling 
welfare costs. This is no idle rheto­ 
ric. In fact, we’re already doing it. 
Jointly administered by the D epart­ 
ment of Labor and the Department of 
Health, Education, and Welfare, the 
Work Incentive program (W IN ) re­ 
sulted in welfare-grant reductions of 
well over $100 million last year alone. 
That, of course, is im portant to all of us 
as taxpayers. But of far greater impor­ 
tance is the salvaging of the thousands 
of families who had been trapped in a 
life of poverty. 
It's my personal belief that the poor 
really do want to work and, given a 
helping hand, will prove their worth on 
the job. I also believe that those citizens 
who have been forced to become de­ 
pendent upon society should be given 
the opportunity to enjoy the self-respect 
and dignity that go with earning their 
own way, of contributing to—rather 
than drawing from — the nation’s tax- 
dollar supply. 
Here are four examples of people 
who have learned to help themselves. 
They are not “rags-to-riches” stories, 
but they are just as inspiring. 
MARIA CHAVEZ, 28. has climbed 
from a $242 monthly welfare check to 
more than $800 in monthly wages in 
two short but busy years. 
Separated from her husband, Mrs. 
Chavez was waging a seemingly hope­ 
less struggle to sustain herself and her 
two small children in the expensive city 
of San Francisco. 
Then Maria learned about the Work 
Incentive program, whose goal is to re­ 
move family heads from the AFDC 
( Aid to Families with Dependent Chil­ 
dren) rolls and make them self-sup­ 
porting. She applied for and was ac­ 
cepted in a six-month clerical-training 
program operated by the Brotherhood 
of Railway and Airline Clerks under 
contract to the U.S. Labor Departm ent. 
Maria was so anxious to land a job that 
she raced through the six-month course 
in three months, devoting her lunch 
hours to learning to operate a keypunch 
machine. 
Today she is a keypunch operator 
with Pacific Fruit Express. She’s plan­ 


ning to go to night school to learn com­ 
puter programming. No m atter how 
hard she has to work, she’s determined 
to give her children a better life and a 
good education. 
M ARCEL RO TH ER IN G , a Foun­ 
tain City, Wis., father of five, has 
moved up from a $323 m onthly wel­ 
fare grant to an income expected to top 
$15,000 this year. 
A job drifter with no salable skills, 
Rothering had been a chronic welfare 
recipient before he came to the W IN 
program. Today Rothering earns union 
scale of more than $8 an hour as a heat­ 
ing and air-conditioning serviceman 
with Quality Sheet Metal and Heating 
Co. in nearby W inona, Minn. 
The transition required six m onths' 


on-the-job training, which W IN a r­ 
ranged. A fter a year on the job, R other­ 
ing has convinced his boss, Roger Bilt- 
gen, that he’s the best serviceman in the 
area. “A t first,” says Biltgen, “no one 
wanted to hire him; now everyone’s try­ 
ing to hire him away from me.” 
Naturally, not every welfare parent 
can hope to move so quickly into a 
highly paid job. Mrs. Chavez got into a 
union-run training program; Mr. R oth­ 
ering had a basic mechanical aptitude. 
But success is a relative thing, and any 
job that leads to self-sufficiency can be 
satisfying to the individual. 
PHYLLIS 
BAILEY of W ebster, 
Mass., is the mother of two small boys. 
She is separated from her husband. She 
reluctantly accepted partial assistance 


because she simply couldn’t m ake do 
on the $36 she earned working part- 
time as a counter girl in a doughnut 
shop. W hen she heard about W IN , she 
voluntarily signed up. 
A fter testing her, the WIN team con­ 
cluded she’d be happiest in a job w ork­ 
ing with people. They placed her in a 
work-experience program at the South­ 
ern W orcester County Rehabilitation 
Center in Webster, a sheltered w ork­ 
shop for the physically and mentally 
handicapped. Phyllis was so anxious to 
make good that she studied for her 
G eneral Educational Development test 
every evening for eight weeks while 
working full-time during the day. 
Today Phyllis Bailey is happily em ­ 
ployed as a rehabilitation supervisor at 
the Rehab Center, earning $ 120 a week. 
She studies psychology in the evenings 
and hopes to get her Associate in Arts 
degree someday. 
Mrs. Bailey is delighted with the op­ 
portunity that the W ork Incentive pro­ 
gram provided her. She comments: 
“It’s a bad thing for people emotionally 
and psychologically to be financially 
dependent on society.” 
M A RTH A M ANUEL of Kansas 
City, Kans., has come a long way from 
her $149 welfare grant to her present 
status as a proud, tax-paying citizen. 
A divorced m other with one young 
child, Mrs. Manuel was eking out an 
existence. Then, through the W ork 
Incentive program, she was placed as a 
cook’s helper at Montgomery W ard’s 
restaurant in Kansas City’s Indian 
Springs Shopping Center. Her starting 
salary was $2.62 an hour. Mrs. M anuel 
was quickly promoted to the position 
of cook at $3.00 an hour and now pre­ 
sides over the kitchen as head cook, 
earning $3.40 hourly. 
M artha Manuel speaks for all the 
successful WIN placements when she 
says, “W IN is for people who want to 
w ork.” 
But we think that the Work Incentive 
program is much more than that. It’s a 
truly humane approach to the welfare 
problem. And it’s a program that bene­ 
fits all of us—the poor, who really want 
to work; their children, who deserve a 
better start in life; and the taxpayers, 
who, without W IN, must continue to 
support those families sub- 
nam 
sisting on AFDC payments.

1. True—as demonstrated by psycho­ 
logical studies at two leading univer­ 
sities where it was found that the way 
a person lhinks of himself subtly com­ 
municates itself to others and has a 
marked effect on the way they think 
of him. The investigators found that 
“self-acceptance and social accep­ 
tance are inextricably combined.” 
2. True. Studies show that, generally 
speaking, if we face a person directly 
when speaking to him it indicates that 
we accord him appreciably more sta­ 
tus than if we face him only partly. 
Human-behavior specialists John R. 
Wenburg and William W. Wilmot 
sum up the findings on this score in 
their treatise, “The Personal Com­ 
munication Process”: “Generally we 
use a more direct body orientation 
toward another if he is of higher 
status.” 
3. True. University of Michigan 
studies have shown that when a per­ 


son’s status is elevated in a group or 
organization his mental performance 
is markedly improved. Tests show 
that he becomes more keenly alert, 
with quicker reactions, and is gener­ 
ally faster on the uptake. The investi­ 
gators note that “The experiments 
demonstrated that a person’s perform­ 
ance improves when his status is in­ 
creased and his performance suffers 
when his statas is decreased.” 
4. True. It has been shrewdly observed 
that what people say about you be­ 
hind your back indicates your stand­ 
ing in your community. Many a man 
never knows what his friends and as­ 
sociates really think of him until he 
chances to learn what they say when 
he is not around. The revelation can 
make his self-esteem range from 
pleasurable pride to ego-deflating dis 
appointment.

When Medicine 
Becomes an Art 


You often hear doctors remark 
about their colleagues being 
good or bad “ diagnosticians.” 
What does this mean? And why is 
it that some doctors, even with 
excellent medical training, are 
mediocre diagnosticians? ... 
Doctors today have a great deal of 
medical equipment designed spe­ 
cifically to help them make diag­ 
noses: stethoscopes, scales, in­ 
struments to peer into nose and 
ears, electrocardiographs, X-ray 
machines, equipment to test your 
breathing, etc. They also are able 
to use laboratories to perform biop­ 
sies and blood tests, grow cultures 
and for other examinations. All of 
these data are fed back to the 
doctor. And it is at this stage that 
medicine becomes an art Often, 
an abnormal finding has no mean­ 
ing in itself. To jump to the correct 
conclusion may require what scien­ 
tists call an “inductive leap.” 


Usually, the key to a correct diag­ 
nosis is an awareness on the part 
of the doctor of the possibility of 
a given disease. For example, there 
may be several reasons why a 
patient experiences considerable 
weight loss: poor utilization of food 
intake, depression, cancer—or 
tuberculosis. To come up with a 
diagnosis of tuberculosis—even 
when there is no cough or blood 
or no X-ray sign—the doctor must 
first think of it as a possibility. If 
he does, he will take one more 
test—culture of the sputum. If 
the TB germ is found in the sputum, 
there is no doubt about the diag­ 
nosis. It is this "art” —this “ human 
factor”—that makes for a good 
diagnosis.

THE MAKING OF A PRESIDENT 
Holbrook becomes Lincoln 


Making an actor’s face “disappear”: 
Viewers watching NBC’s special on 
Carl Sandburg’s Abe Lincoln (sched­ 
uled to be shown Friday, September 6) 
won’t see the hours of preparation that 
actor Hal Holbrook had to undergo 
in order to come out looking like Lin­ 
coln. During the shooting of the spe­ 
cial, Holbrook spent three hours a day 
(6 a.m. to 9 a.m.) being made up by 
Charles Schram. By the time Schram 
was through, not one part of Holbrook’s 
own face was visible. Everything was 
false. Rubberized sections included 


forehead and nose, cheekbones, eye 
bags, jowls and lips. Plus, of course, a 
wig. It took another half hour just to 
remove the makeup at night. Nor could 
the makeup be used the next day. 
Schram spent five and a half hours 
every night baking new rubber molds 
to be used the next day. 


Unless your town has been very 
lucky or unusual, you’ve read this 
summer of a few tragic drownings of 
strong young men and women or of 
fathers (it’s usually men) in the prime 
of life. How does it happen? Could it 
happen to you or to someone you 
know? According to Prof. Susan Baker 
and Paul Dietz of Johns Hopkins Uni­ 
versity, many of us are indeed potential 
victims unless we change our habits. 
The researchers noticed that although 
everyone has heard the warning, “Don’t 
eat and then go swimming,” hardly 
anyone appears to understand the dan­ 
ger associated with alcohol and swim­ 
ming. The researchers performed blood- 
alcohol-coneentration autopsy tests on 
45 adult drowning victims. The tests 
revealed that nearly half of the drown­ 
ed men and women, 21 of the 45, had 
been drinking before they began their 
swim. Four had “positive blood-alcohol 
concentrations” and 17 were “signifi­ 
cantly intoxicated.” 


If sculptor Alex Jordan ever put his 
house on the market, the real estate ad 
might read like this: “Charming and 
unusual Wisconsin 
home, built on a 
rock 600 feet above 
the ground. Ac­ 
cessible by a large 
tree that grows be­ 
side the rock.

Actually, 
Jordan’s had many offers—reportedly 
in excess of $1 million—but he has 
turned them down. “Playboy” magnate 
Hugh Hefner has tried several times to 
buy the house. Jordan’s answer is the 
same: No. “This house is my life,” ex­ 
plains Jordan. “I love it. And I love my 
life for that reason.”
